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New Mode of Drawing. 

The next scheme (No. 6, for 1830,) of the 
Manyiann Srare Lorrery, accompanies this 
day’s Re ister—The mode of drawing is differ- 
ent from the previous schemes, which were 
arranged on the Odd and Even system—the mode 
adopted in the present instance, reduces the usual 
number of the emellest prizes, but increases those 
of the superior denominations; as will be noticed 
on comparison.—The difference to the adventurer 
iy not very material—the change being made more 
for the sake of novelty than any thing else—for 
whilst there is rather more risk than by the Odd 
and Even mode, there is at the same time, a great- 
er chance for superior prizes, as there are a great- 
er number of the latter under the arrangement now 
presented.

cd by distant adventurers—as soon as we receive 
permission we will mention the names and resi- 
dences. The THOUSAND DOLLAR prize 
came eut to No. 2465, and is owned in a whole 
ticket, Theother superior prizes are held in vari- 
ous parts of the Union. 

The fortunate holders of the prizes are requested 
io present their tickets for payment. either in per- 
son, or by mail, as early as may suit their conve- 
nience.

OPENING OF THE RAIL-ROAD. 


The Baltimore and Ohio Rail-road was formaily 
opened for travel on Saturday last by the President 
and Directors of the Compeny. It was truly a 


proud day for the gentlemen composing the Board 
of Direction, and will hereafter be recurred to with 
pride and satisfaction by the community at large. 
‘The passage of the first division, extending fiom 





the depot on Pratt street to Ellicott’s Mills, a dis- 

tance of thirteen miles, was attended, both going 

and returning, with the most perfect and triumph- 

ant success, and realized a result which equalled 

the most sanguine expectations of the warmest 
friends of this noble enterprise. Agreeably to pre- 
vious arrangements, the !irectors and officers of 
the Company assembled at the depot a little before 
nine in the morning, where were also present, by 
special invitation, the original Commissioners and 
Directors of the Company, the Mayor and City 
Council, the Senators and Representatives of the 
city in the State Legislature, the editors of the city 
journals, and several strangers. Four carriages, to 
each of which a single horse only was attached, 
were in readiness to receive the company. which 
numbered between ninety and one hundred persons. 
The Pioneer, a beautiful coach built by Imlay, was 
in front, containing the members of the Board and 
several of the strangers. Among the former was 
our venerated fellow citizen, CARROLL OF CaRRroLuL 

ron, who was now about to witness the practical 
results of the work to which his own hand gave 
the first stroke on the fourth of July, 1828, Pre- 
cisely at nine the carriages left the depot, amidst 
ythe salutes and cheers of the spectators and the 
enlivening notes of the kent bugle, the horses trav- 
elling only at a muderate speed for the purpose of 
affording a more satisfactory view of the various 
points along the line to which attention was attract- 
ed. The Carrollton Viaduct, the excavation of the 
ridge at the Washington turnpike, the Deep Cut, 
the embankment at Kobert’s Run, the lofty and ex- 
tensive embankment at Gadsby’s Run Valley with 
its granite road-way and bridge, and the long cut 
through Vinegar Hill,—were all traversed in suc- 
cession in the first stage of six and a half miles. 
The horses were then exchanged for fresh ones, 
when the train again moved forward. and having 
passed over the double curved embankment at 
Stillhouse Run, entered the romantic valley of the 
Patapsco. The road, which is here about sixty 
fect above the bed of the river, pursues a winding 
course along the side of the elevated hill which 
rises far above it, laying open to the view the nu- 
merous masses of rock which form the projecting 
spurs through which it passes. The country now 
assumed a different aspect, presenting a succession 
of picturesque, wild and romantic scenery which 
afforded ample gratification to the admirer of the 
works of nature in their more rugged and imposing 
character. Immediately after entering this part of 
the Road, the crosswise wooden sleepers used thus 
far in its construction terminated, and in their stead 
the more. solid and durable material of granite 
blocks was found to be employed for the remain- 
ing part of the line to Ellicott’s Mills. The train 
continued its progress along the diversified and 
highly interesting route of the Patapsco, and having 
traversed three smaller viaducts of faced granite, 
and the rugged point known as the Buzzard Rock, 
—where the solid rock has been cut down perpen- 
dicularly to the depth of filty-eight feet,—it reach- 
ed the Patterson Viaduct, the immense structure of 
granite by which the road is carried across the Pa- 
tapsco. Here the party alighted, and having spent 
some time in the examination of the viaduct, re- 
sumed their seats, and soon alter reached the vil- 
lage of Ellicotts’ Mills. The First Division of the 
Road terminates at this point, being separated from 
the second by the Frederick turnpike. The grad- 
uation and masonry of the Second Division, com- 
prehending a distance of twelve miles, are finished, 
and the Road is ready for the reception of the rails 
at any time. We observed that the granite viaduct 
which is intended to unite the two divisions, has 
been commenced, the centract for its erection hay- 














ing been entered into by two builders of established 








reputation. At noon the “ Pioneer” and one of the 
other carriages started from the Mills on their re- 
turn to the city, the other two being detained to con- 
vey the gentlemen who remained to dine. The 
trip back to the depot, according to an accurate ob- 
servation of the time, was performed in the shers 
shace of ONE HOUR AND FIVE MINUTES! 
The various curves in the Road were found not to 
interfere in the least with the speed of the carriage, 
and a close examination of the conical wheels dur- 
ing the passage proved the complete success of 
the invention as an effectual preventive of lateral 
friction. In fact, the entire trip of twenty six miles 
was a triumphant exhibition of the superior value 
and importance of Rail-road communications, and 
the result must be to give anew and powerful im- 
petus not only to our own work, but to all others of 
a similar character throughout the country. 

We omitted to mention in its appropriate place 
above, that a part of the track at Ellicotts’ Mills 
has been constructed by laying down granite rails, 
to which the iron is fastened. This is certainly the 
ne filus ultra of Rail road making, combining as 
it does the greatest strength and solidity, in a ma- 
terial which will endure for ages. 

The Rail-road for public travel was opened oa 
Monday last, under the arrangements specified in 
the advertisement in another column. There can 
be no doubt that it will be universally visited by 
citizens and strangers, for assuredly there is no 
route which presents as many inducements as the 
one in question, either on the score of novelty, ease 
and rapidity in the mode of conveyance, variety and 
interest in the gigantic works by which interposing 
obstacles have been surmounted, or beauty and ro- 
mantic wildness in the diversified scenery through 
which it passes. —.4merican,
